THE ELECTRICITY (SUPPLY) AMENDMENT ACT 1978 

An 

Act 
further to amend the Electricity (Sapply) Act, 1948 
Bx it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-ninth Year of the Republiə 
of India as follows: 

1. Skort title. — This Act may be called the Electricity (Supply) 
Amendment Act, 1978 , 

2. ` Amendment of section 1. - In section 1 of the Electricity ( Supply ) 
Act, 1948 (54 of 1948) (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), 

(a ) in subsection (3 ), for the words " Sixth and Seventh Sche 
dules" , the words " Sixth Schedule" shall be substituted ; 

(b ) after subsection (4 ), the following subsection shall be 
inserted , namely : 

" (5 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in subsection (4), 

(a ) where any provision of this Act, to which subsection (4) 
applics, is in force in any State immediately before the commence 
ment of the Electricity (Supply ) Amendment Act, 1978 , that 
provision as amended by the Electricity (Supply) Amendment Act, 
1978 , shall , on and from such commencement, be in force in that 

State;

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(b ) the provisions of this Act, to which sub -section (4 ) 
applies, which are not in force in any State on the commence . 
ment, of the Electricity (Supply ) Amendment Act, 1978, shall 
come into force in that State on such date as the State Government 
may , with the concurrence of the Central Government, by 

notification in the Official Gazette, appoint . " 
3. Amendment of section 3. - In section 3 of the principal Act, in sub 
section (6 ), in the opening paragraph , for the word " servants " , the word 
" employees" shall be substituted . 

4. Insertion of new section 12 A. - After section 12 of the principal Act, 
the following section shall be inserted , namely : 

" 12A . Board may have captial structure.- (1) The State Government 
may, if it considers expedient so to do, by notification in the Official 
Gazette, direct that the Board shall , with effect from such date as may 
be specified in the notification , be a body corporate with such capital, 
not exceeding ten crores of rupees, as the State Government may 
specify from time to time. 

(2 ) The State Government may, from time to time, with the 
approval of the State Legislature, increase the maximum limit of 
the capital referred to in subsection (1) , to such extent as that 
Government may deem fit, so , however, that the increased maximum 
limit of capital aforesaid shall not exceed the amount representing 
the aggregate of the outstanding loans of the Board . 

(3 ) Such capitalmay be provided by the State Government, from 
time to time, after due appropriation made by the State Legislature 
by law for the purpose and subject to such terms and conditions as 
may be determined by that Government." . 

5. Amendment of section 15. - In section 15 of the principal Act, in the 
opening parag aph , for the word " servants" , the word " employees shall be 
substituted . 
6. Amendment of section 57. - In section 57 of the principal Act, 

(a ) the words " and the Seventh Schedule" shall be 
omitted ; 

(b ) for the words the said Schedules" , in both the places 
where they occur , the words the said Schedule " shall be 

substituted . 
7. Amendment of section 570. - In section 57A of the principal Act, in 
subsection (1), the words " and the Seventh Schedule " shall be omitted . 

8. Substitution of new section for section 59. - For section 59 of the 
principal Act, the following section shall be substituted , namely : 

$ 59 . General principles for Board s finance.- ( 1) The Board shall , 
after taking credit for any subvention from the State Government 
under section 63, carry on its operations under this Act and adjust 
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its tariffs so as to ensure that the total revcrues in any year of 
account shall after meeting all expenses roperly chargeaole to 
revenues includi g ope ating maintenance and man gement expenses. 
taxes (if any) on income and profit , depreciation and interest pavable 
on all debentures, bonds and loans, leave such surplus as the State 
Governmentmay , from time to time specify . 

(2) In specifying the surplus under subsection (1), the State 
Government shall have duc re.ard to the availab lits of amounts 
accrued by way of depreciation and the liability for lan amortization 
and leave 

(a ) a reasonablc sum to contribute towards the cost of capital 
works; and 

(b ) where in respect of the Board , a notification has been 
issued under subsection (1) of section 124, a reasonable sum by 
way of return on the capital provided by the State Government 
under subsection (3 ) of that section and the amount of the loans ( if 
any ) converted by the State Governruent into capita ) under sub 

section (1 ) of section 66A ." . 
9. Amendment of section 60. - In section 60 of the principal Act, in sub 
sec ion ( 2 ), 

(a) for the words " two months" , the words " one year” shall be 
substituted ; 

( b ) the words, brackets and figures, " before the issue of the 
notification under subsection (4 ) of section 1" shall be omitted . 

10. Amendment of section 61. - In section 61 of the principal Act, in sub 
section ( 2), for the words " members, officers and servants" , the nords 
" members and officers and other employees" shall be substituted . 

11. Amendment of section 62. - In section 62 of the principal Act, in sub 
section (2 ), after the words " extreme urgency" , the words, " it shall be 
expended in accordance with the regulations made by the Board with the 
previous approval of the State Government and" shall be inserted . 
12. Amendment of section 65. - In section 65 of the principal Act, 

(a ) in subsection (2 ), for the words issue of bonds or stock " , 
the words issue of debentures or bond," shall be substituted ; 

(b ) in subsection ( 4), for the words " Stock is ued " , the words 
" Debentures or bonds issu d shall be substituted . 

13. Insertion of new section 66A. - After section 66 of the principal Act, 
the following section shall be inserted , namely : 

“ 66A . Conversion of amount of loans into capital.- (1 ) . Notwith 
standing anything contained in section 12A , where any loan has b en 
obtained from the State Government by a Boird , in respet of which 
Board a notifica ion has been made under subsection (1) ofthat section 
or any loan is deemed to be advanced to such Board by the State 
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Government ander subsection (2 ) of scction 60, the State Government 
may, if in its opinion it is necessary in the public interest so to do, by 
order, direct that the amount of such loan or any part thereof shall be 
converted into capital provided to the Board on such terms and 
conditions as appear to that Government to be reasonable in the circum 
stances of the case, even if the terms of such loan do not include 
a term providing for an option for such conversion . 

(2) In determining the terms and conditions of such conversion , 
the Sate Government shall have due regard to the following circum 
stances, that is to say, the financial position of the Board , the terms of 
the loan , the rate of interest payable on the loan , the capital of the 
Board , its loan liabilities and its reserves. 

(3 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in this Act, where the 
State Government has, by an order made under subsection (1), directed 
that any loan or any part thercof shallbe converted into capital, and 
such orcer has the effect of increasing the capital of the Board , the 
capital of the Board shall stand increased by the amount by which the 
conversion increases the capital of the Board in excess of the capital 
specificd under subsection (1) of section 12A : 

Provided that the amount of the loan s converted together with 
the capital provided under subsection (3 ) of section 12A shall not exceed 
the amount representing the aggregate of the outstanding loans of 
the Board after such conversion ." . 

14. Substitution of new section for section 67. - For section 67 of the 
principal Act, the following section shall be substituted namely :- . 

“ 67. Priority of liabilities of Board :-(1) If in any year , the revenue 
receipts are not adequate to enable compliance with the requirements 
of section 59, the Board shall, after meeting its operating, maintenance 
and mangement expenses and after provision has been made for the 
payment of taxes (if any) on income and profits, distribute the revenue 
receipts, as far as they are available , in the fellowing order, namely : 
(i) payment of Interest on loans 

not guaranteed under 
section 66 ; 

(ii) repayment of principal of any loan raised ( including 
redemption of debentures or bonds issued ) under section 65 which 
becomes due for payment in the year ; 

(iii) payment of interest on loans guaranteed under section 66 ; 

(iv) payment of interest on sums paid by the State Govern 
ment in pursuance of guarantees under section 66 ; 

( v ) payment of interest on loans advanced to the Board by 
the State Government under grction 64 or deemed to be advanced 
under subsection (2 ) of section 60 ; 

(vi) repayment of principal of any loan guaranteed by the 
State Government under section 66 which becomes due for payment 
in the year or which becamedue for payraent in any previous year 
and has remained unpaid ; 
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(vii) repayment of principal of any loan advanced to the 
Board under section 64 which becomes due for payment in the year 
or which became due for payment in any previous year and has 

remained unpaid ; 
and if any balance amount is left thereafter, the same shall be utilised 
for the other purposes specified in section 39, in such manner as the 
Board may decide. 
(2 ) If for any 

beyond the control of the 
Board , the revenuc ieceipts in any year are not adequate to meet 
its operating , maintenance and management expenses, taxes (if any ) 
on incomes and profits and the liabilities referred to in clauses 
(i) and ( ii ) of sub -section (1 ), the short fall shall, with the previous 
sanction of the State Government, be paid out of its capital receipts ” . 

– For section 68 of the 
principal Act, the following section shall be substituted , namely : 

“ 68. Charging of depreciation by Board .- (1) Subject to the provisions 
of sectioin 67 , the Board shall provide each year for depreciation 
such sum calculated in accordance with such principles as the Central

after consultation with the Authority , by 
notification in the Official Gazette, lay down from time to time. 

(2 ) Where in any particular year depreciation cannot be adjusted 
against revenues, the samemay be carried over to subecqueat years. 

(3) The provisions of this section shall apply to the charging 
of depreciation for the year in which the Electricity (Supply ) Apend 
ment Act , 1978 , comes into forcc ." .

THE RESERVE BANK OF INDIA (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1978 

As 

Act 
further to amend the Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 
Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-ninth Year of the Republic 
of India as follows : 

1. Short title and commencement.- ( 1) This Act may be called the 
Reserve Bank of India (Amendment) Act, 1978. 

( 2) It sball come into force on such date as the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint, and different dates 
may be appointed for different provisions of this Act. 

2. Change of nomenclature of Agricultural Refinance Corporation . - In the 
Reserve Bank of India Act, 1934 (2 of 1934) (hereinafter referred to as the 
principal Act) , for the words Axr cultural Refinance Corporation " , 
wherever ney occur, the words " Agricultural Refinance and Development 
Corporation shall be substituted . 

3 An endment of section 2. - In section 2 of the principal Act, 
(*) for clause ( ), the following clauses shall be substituted , nanery :

purpose of financing the import of capital goods or for such other 
purposes asmay be approved by the CentralGovernment ;" ; 

(o) in clause (11 ), the words and figures " established under the Indu 
strial Finance Corporation Act, 1948 " shall be omitted ; 
(vi) for clause (12), the following clause shall be substituted , namely: 

" (12 ) the purchase and sale of gold or silver coins and gold and 
silver bullion and foreign exchange and the opening of a gold account 
with the principal currency.authority of any foreign country or the 
Bank for International Settlements or any international or regional bank 
or financial institution formed by such principal currency authority or 
authorities or by the Government of any foreign country ;" ; 

(vii) for clause ( 12A ), the following clause shall be substituted , 
namely : 

" ( 12A ) the purchase and sale of securities issued by the Govern 
ment of any country outside India or by any institution or body 
corporate established outside India and expressed to be payable in a 
foreign currency of any international or composite currency unit , 
being in the case of purchase by the Bank securities maturing within 
a period of ten years from the date of purchase ; 
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Provided that in the case of securities of an institution or body 
corporate, the repayment of principal and payment of interest in 
respect of such securities shall be guaranteed by the Government of 
the country concerned ;" ; 

(viii) after clause (12A ) as so amended , the following clause shall be 
inserted , namely: 

" (12B ) the making of loans and advances in foreign currencies to 
scheduled banks, the Development Bank, the Industrial Finance 
Corporation , any State Financial Corporation and any other financial 
institution as may , on the recommendation of the Bank, be approved 
by the Central Government and on such terms and conditions as 
may be specified by the Central Bard in this behalf, against 
promissory notes of such bank or financial institution , as the case 


may be: 


Provided that the borrowing bank or financial institution , as the 
case may be, furnishes a declaration in writing to the effect that 

(a ) it has made loa: s and advances in foreign currencies for 
finar cing international trade or for the import of capital goods or 
for such other purposes as may be approved by the Central 
Government; and 

(b ) that the amount of loans or advances so made and out 
standing at any timewill not be less than the outstanding arount 

of the loans or advances obtained by it from the Bank;" ; 
(ix) for clause (13), the following clause shall be substituted , namely: 

" (13) the opening of an account with an office outside India of any 
bank, includirg a bank incorporated in India or themaking of an 
agency agreement with , and the acting as an agent or correspondent 
of, any bank incorporated outside India, or the principal currency 
authority of any country under the law for the time being in force in 
that country or any international or regional bank or financial in 
stitution formed by such principal currency authorities or foreign 
Governments , and the investing of the funds of the Bank in the 
shares ant securities of any such international or regional bank or 
financial institution or of any other foreign institution as may be 
approved by the Central Board in this behalf;" . 

5 Amendment of section 18. - In section 18 of the principal Act, clause 
( 2) shall be omitted . 

6. Amendment of section 33. - In section 33 of the principalAct, in sub 
section (6 ), in clause (i), 

(1) in sub -clause (a ), - 

(a ) after the words " International Finance Corporation " , the 
words or Asian Development Bank” shall be inserted ; 
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(b ) for the words " any commercial bank notified by the 
Central Government" , the words " any banking or financial in . 
stitution notified by the Central Government" shall be substituted ; 
and 

(c) for the words " period of five years ” , the words " period 
of ten years" shall be substituted ; 

(2) in sub-clause (e), for the words within five years" , the 
words within ten years" hall be substituted .

S. R. O. No. 318,79. - In exercise of the powers conferred by sub 
sections (1) and (2) of section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 
(Central Act 10 of 1955 ), read with the order of the Government of India 
in the Ministry of Agriculture and Irrigation (Department of Food ) 
No. G.S.R. 800 dated the 9th June, 1978 published in the Gazette of India 
Part II, Section 3 , subsection (1) dated the 17th June, 1978 the Government 
of Kerala hereby make the following order turther to amend the Kerala 
Sugar Dealers Licensing Order , 1967 issued under notification No. 16101/ 
Fd . A2/67-1/ Fd . D. dated the 22nd November, 1967, namely: 

1. This order may be called the Kerala Sugar Dealers Licensing 
( Amendment) Order, 1979 . 

2. In the Kerala Sugar Dealers Licensing Order, 1967 in sub 
clause (1) of clause 6 - 

(a ) for item ( ii ) the following item shall be substituted ,namely: 
( ii ) if he is a Wholesaler 
(a ) a sum of Rs. 250--- If he wants to hold 500 quintals or less 

of sugar at any time.

Preamble. - WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Kerala

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
According to clause (iii) of section 5 of the Kerala High Court Act, 1958 , 
an appeal shall lie to a Bench of two Judges from a Judgment of a single Judge 
in the exercise of appellate jurisdiction in respect of a decree or order made 
in the exercise of appellate jurisdiction by a subordinate court, if the Judge 
who passed such judgment certifies that the case is a fit one for appeal. 
Section 100A of the Code of Civil Procedure, 1908 , inserted in the Code by the 
Code of Civil Procedure (Amendment) Act, 1976 (Central Act 104 of 1976 ), 
provides that notwithstanding anything contained in any Letters Patent for 
any High Court or in any other instrument having the force of law or in any 
other law for the timebeing in force, where any appeal from an appellate 
decree or order is heard and decided by a single judge of a High Court, no 
further appeal shall lie from the judgment, decision or order of such single 
judge in such appeal or from any decree passed in such appeal. It is 
considered necessary to amend section 5 of the Kerala High Court Act to make 
it in conformity with the provisions of section 100A of the Code of Civil 
Procedure, 1908 . 
2. The Bill is intended to achieve the above object.

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(d ) The total period of earned leave encashed and the earned leave 
taken simultaneously shall not extend beyond the date of superannuation / 
retirement. 

(e ) The amount admissible on encashment shall be the amount 
equal to the pay and allowances for which the employee would have been 
eligible had he/she actually gone on earned leave in continuation of his /her 
availing not less than 7 days earned leave under clause (a ) above and it 
shall be paid in advance . 

(f ) The amount paid as above shall not count as emoluments for 
any purpose . It shall not also be subject to recoveries in respect of loans, 
advances, etc. 

(g ) The authority to sanction encashment of earned leave shall be 
the authority empowered to sanction leave. 

5. Application to Officers on Deputation . The provisions in these 
regulations for encashment of earned leave shall also apply to officers on 
deputation from other organisations to the Port Trust subject to the 
concurrence of their parent departments. 

6. Interpretation . - If any question arises relating to the interpretation 
of these Regulations, it shall be referred to the Board and its decision 
shall be final .

4. Encashment of Earned Leave. - An employce may be allowed to encash 
not exceeding 50 % of the earned leave standing at his /her credit , subject to 
the following terms and conditions: 

(a ) The encashment of earned leave shall be allowed once in a 
calendar year and shall be subject to the employee s simultaneously availing 
of earned leave for not less than 7 days. 

(b) . The total amount of the earned leave encashed and availed 
shall be debited to the leave account of the employee .
